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LONG-TERM  TRADE  PATTERN  CONTINUES  CHANGE 


Review  of  1970 

Exports 

The  most  distinguishing  feature  in  the  pattern  of  world  exports  in  1970 
concerned  Italy,  a  relatively  small  exporter,  and  Japan,  a  large  importer 
until  recent  years.     Italian  rice  exports  at  342,000  tons  in  1970  were 
almost  double  the  volume  in  1969,  and  Japan's  rice  shipments,  which  were 
negligible  in  1968,  increased  from  341,000  tons  in  1969  to  618,000  tons 
in  1970. 

Larger  shipments  by  these  two  suppliers  in  1970  over  1969  along  with 
increased  shipments  by  Argentina,  Brazil,  Spain,  Burma,  Cambodia,  Mainland 
China,  and  Thailand  more  than  offset  the  8  percent  reduction  in  rice  exports 
from  the  United  States  and  the  15  percent  fall  in  shipments  from  the  United 
Arab  Republic. 

Imports 

The  reversal  of  the  downward  trend  in  world  rice  imports  in  1970  chiefly 
reflected  the  unusually  large  requirements  of  a  number  of  normally  big 
producing  countries  in  Asia.     Disturbances  to  their  rice  industries  through 
political  or  economic  troubles  or  natural  disasters  resulted  in  larger 
imports  by  South  Vietnam  and  Pakistan.     South  Korea  and  Indonesia  continued

to  import  large  quantities  even  though  large  crops  were  harvested  in 
1970.     Ceylon,  Singapore  and  Malaysia  imported  more  rice  under  commercial 
terms  induced  by  a  market  reduction  in  world  prices  following  a  record 
harvest  during  1970. 

Review  of  Long-Term  Trends 

Exports 

Burma,  which  was  the  leading  exporter  during  the  early  sixties,  was 
replaced  by  Thailand  as  the  leading  exporter  in  1964;  by  Thailand  and 
the  United  States  in  1965;  and  by  Thailand,   the  United  States,  and 
Mainland  China  in  1966.     The  U.S.  became  the  leading  exporter  in  1967 
followed  by  Thailand,  Mainland  China,  Burma,  and  the  United  Arab 
Republic.     These  five  countries  along  with  Japan,  Italy,  and  Cambodia 
accounted  for  85.2  percent  of  world  trade  in  1970. 

Imports 

The  growth  in  world  imports  to  a  record  7.8  million  tons  in  1969  from 
6.2  million  tons  in  1961  was  due  primarily  to  larger  import  requirements 
by  Japan,  Ceylon,  India,  and  the  Philippines.     The  large  reduction  in 
import  needs  by  these  countries  since  the  midsixties  has  been  partially 
offset  by  larger  purchases  by  Indonesia,  South  Korea,  and  South  Vietnam. 
These  three  countries  accounted  for  32.3  percent  of  world  rice  imports 
in  1970.

Estimated  world  rice  production  in  1970/71,  outside  Communist  Asia,  1/ 
has  been  revised  to  198  million  metric  tons,  2.5  percent  above  the  previous 
year's  harvest  and  16.5  percent  above  the  1964/65-1968/69  average.  With 
Mainland  China's  harvest  tentatively  set  at  97  million  tons,  gross  world 
production  should  reach  296  million  tons,  an  increase  of  2.4  percent  from 
1969/70.     This  was  the  fourth  consecutive  record  crop,  even  though  this 
rate  of  growth  in  output  was  less  than  the  4.9  percent  increase  registered 
last  year. 


The  increase  was  almost  entirely  due  to  a  larger  outturn  in  Asia  with  a 
smaller  gain  evidenced  in  Africa.     Despite  unfavorable  growing  conditions 
in  Pakistan,  South  Korea,  and  the  policy  decisions  to  reduce  acreage  and 
production  in  Japan,  production  in  Asia  increased  by  more  than  8.6  million 
tons.     Mainland  China,  India,  and  Indonesia  each  increased  their  output  by 
sizeable  amounts.     The  Malagasy  Republic  was  mainly  responsible  for  a  rise 
in  Africa's  production. 


Production  in  North  America,  South  America,  and  Europe  was  lower  primarily 
attributable  to  reduced  output  from  the  major  producers  in  these  three  regions, 
the  United  States,  Brazil,  and  Italy.     The  decline  in  acreages  in  the  United 
States  outweighed  the  higher  average  yields.     Reduced  yields  in  Brazil  and 
Italy  were  primarily  responsible  for  reducing  the  harvests  in  South  America 
and  Europe,, 

Australia's  output  increased  by  4.3  percent  to  the  tenth  consecutive  record 
level.

WORLD  RICE  CROP 
REACHES  NEW  RECORD 


Indications  are  that  world  rice  production  increased  during  the 
August-July  1970-71  crop  year  for  the  fourth  consecutive  season  and 
reached  a  forecasted  level  of  197  million  tons,  excluding  Communist 
Asia.     This  exceeds  the  previous  season's  crop  by  over  3  million  tons. 
The  forecast  is  1.8  percent  above  the  1969/70  record  crop  and  15  percent 
above  the  1964/65-1968/69  average.     However,   the  gain  forecast  this  year 
is  significantly  less  than  the  3.9  percent  increase  registered  last  year. 

The  increase  in  output  may  be  attributed  to  an  increase  in  both  rice  area 
and  yield.     The  largest  increase  in  area  was  achieved  in  Asia  with  smaller 
gains  evidenced  in  Africa  and  in  Europe.     North  America  registered  the  most 
noticeable  yield  increases  followed  by  South  America  and  Africa. 

A  sizable  increase  in  area  coupled  with  a  slight  increase  in  yield  enabled 
Asia  to  contribute  the  largest  addition  to  the  total  volume  of  world 
rice  production  in  1970/71.     The  bulk  of  this  increase  occurred  in  the 
Far  East  in  the  countries  of  India,   Indonesia,   South  Vietnam,  Taiwan  and 
Burma. 

Production  decreased  in  both  North  and  South  America,  by  6.7  percent.  As 
a  result  of  a  government- sponsored ,   15  percent  acreage  reduction,  the 
United  States  was  able  to  reduce  its  output  by  315,000  tons.  Increased 
yields  limited  somewhat  the  effect  of  this  reduction.

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An  increase  in  output  in  Western  Europe,  primarily  in  France,  Italy  and 
Portugal,  helped  offset  the  drop  in  Western  Hemisphere  production.  Also, 
increased  production  in  Eastern  Eruope  and  a  marked  increase  in  the  USSR 
outturn  as  a  result  of  a  9  percent  increase  in  yield  added  to  the  growth

Production  in  Africa  is  2.6  percent  above  last  season's  level;   this  is  a 
new  record  level  for  the  area.     Although  output  decreased  in  the  UAR, 
Africa's  leading  rice  producer,  several  countries,  notably,  the  Malagasy 
Republic  and  Nigeria,  registered  production  increases. 

Australia  maintained  its  level  of  output.  After  having  reached  its 
ninth  consecutive  record  harvest  in  1969/70,  production  for  1970/71 
changed  little,  if  any.
